Time  was  when  the  scalpel  alone  was  emblazoned  on  the  escutcheon  of  the  surge'on  and  with  the 
skillful  incision  his  responsibility  ended,  nor  did  the  dignity  of  his  office  admit  of  his  performing  what 
were  then  held  as  the  minor  and  menial  offices  of  after,  treatment.  *  *  *  It  remained  for  Sir 

Joseph  Lister  to  break  the  spell  of  this  otium  cum  dignitate  which  was  the  bane  of  all  surgical  pro¬ 
gress  and  to  teach  the  autocrats  of  the  scalpel  that  surgery  meant  much  more  to  the  organism  tnan 
the  mere  solution  of  continuity  along  anatomical  lines— that  this  indeed  was  the  avant  courier  of  the 
real  principle  from  which  the  almost  miraculous  achievements  of  modern  surgery  have  been  evolved.

left  leg  over  the  region  of  Hunter’s  canal,  and  a  place  over  the  region  of  the  right  lung,  covering  the 
lirst  five  degrees  as  above  described.  With  two  strong  men  to  hold  the  raving  man,  i  proceeded  to 
cut  away  the  skin  that  had  fallen  down  over  his  arms  and  hands  to  his  fingers,  which  had  something 
of  the  aspect  of  a  rabbit  with  the  skin  removed  from  the  body  and  hanging  down  over  the  legs.  The 
skin  was  dry  and  hard  like  the  skin  taken  from  an  animal  and  exposed  for  some  time  to  the  scorching 
rays  of  a  summer’s  sun.  The  wounds  were  cleansed  around  with  water  carbolized,  and  dressed  with 
Unguentine  spread  on  strips  of  new  domestic,  from  two  to  three  inches  wide,  well  warmed  before 
applied,  a  layer  of  surgical  cotton  spread  over  this  and  held  in  place  by  roller  bandages.  This  was 
repeated  daily.

“  Another  case  was  among  the  twelve  boys  who  were  burned  while  escaping  from  the  burning 
building  of  the  boys1  house  of  Buckner  Orphans  Home,  which  was  burned  down  January  15,  1897. 
Richard  Z.,  aged  12,  was  burned  to  the  third  degree  on  face,  neck,  hands,  forearm  and  a  space  about 
six  inches  square  over  the  lumbar  region.  He  inhaled  theflame,  which  was  the  sourceof  considerable 
trouble.  Face  and  head  became  so  badly  swollen  that  he  could  not  see  for  four  or  five  days.  Delir¬ 
ium  set  in  on  the  third  day  and  was  a  troublesome  feature  for  about  five  days.  Respiration  labored; 
could  only  speak  in  whispers.  The  stench  of  the  breath  with  that  from  putrefaction  of  skin,  etc., 
augmented  by  the  fever,  was  unbearable.  Aided  by  Dr.  Baldwin,  this  case  was  pushed  to  a  speedy 
recovery.  With  sponges  tied  over  mouth  and  nose  and  a  large  display  of  disinfectants,  we  daily 
dressed  this  patient,  and  against  the  decision  of  three  doctors  that  the  patient  would  die  inevitably, 
after  a  heroic  fight  his  life  was  saved,  and  he  is  now  well  and  has  returned  to  school,  in  this  case, 
as  the  others,  the  main  remedy  was  Unguentine.”

IN  J3URNS  AND  SCALDS— The  dressing  should  be  changed  every  twenty  minutes  for  the  first 
few  hours  after  the  accident,  or  as  soon  as  the  cooling  effect  of  the  application  has  passed  away. 
The  more  serious  the  condition  the  more  frequent  should  be  the  change.  Follow  these  directions 
faithfully  and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  wound  will  heal  without  a  scar  or  disliguration. 

ON  EXCORIATED  SURFACES,  eczema,  cuts  and  other  flesh  wounds,  bunions,  boils  and  felons 
the  application  should  be  made  at  least  three  times  a  day.  In  ulcers  and  in  the  majority  of  chronic 
affections,  changing  the  bandage  twice  a  day  will  usually  suffice. 

IN  INFLAMMATORY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  UTERUS  AND  VAGINA,  fresh  applications 
should  be  made  daily.  Absorbent  cotton  should  not  be  used;  lintine  or  non-absorbent  cotton  is  pre¬ 
ferable.  If  dilution  is  deemed  necessary,  use  vaseline  or  any  of  the  petrolatum  products. 

AFTER  SURGICAL  OPERATIONS  thesurgeon  must  be  governed  by  the  character  of  the  oper¬ 
ation  as  to  the  frequency  with  which  the  dressing  should  be  changed.  We  only  suggest  that  the 
more  frequently  a  new  application  is  made  the  greater  the  possibility  of  the  wound  healing  without 
any  disfiguration.  Cases  are  numerous  in  which  no  scar  tissue  has  formed. 

FOR  PILES— After  each  stool  and  before  retiring,  the  parts  should  be  cleansed  and  Unguentine 
applied  to  a  lintine  or  cotton  cone  and  inserted.
